SET! LEMF.NT AGREEMENT 


WHEREAS, the City of Philadelphia {“City”) and the Fraternal Order of Police, Lodge No. 

.5 (“FOP”) arc parties to a collective bargaining agreement; and, 

WHEREAS, Anthony LaSalle, Jr. (“l^iSalle”) is employed by the City and a member of the 
biugaining unit represented by tlie FOP; and, 

WHEREAS, on June (3, 201(), LaSalle was chm-ged with a violation of Disciplimuy Code 
Article V, Section d-§001-10 (Neglect of Duty - llnspeciiletl), for which he was ultimately suspended 
live (.5) days, tmd Disciplinaiy Code Aiticlc VIII, Section 8-§001-10 (Failure to Supcmsc - 
Unspecified), for which he was ultimately suspended for two (2) days, and ordered to pay restitution 
in the amount of $7(){).7(); 

WHEREAS, LaSalle initiated a gidcvance, contending that the City violated the collective 
brugaining agreement; and, 

WHEREAS, the City denies that it has, in tuiy way, violated the collective bargjiining 
agTcemcnt with the FOP; and, 

WHEREAS, the matter has proceeded unresolved to the above-captioned arbitration; and, 

WHEREAS, the parties wish to resolve this matter without resort to further litigation; 

NOW, THEREFORE, the parties agree as follows: 

1. The City will modify the basis for the seven (7) day suspension to rcllcct all seven (7) 
(lays sci'ved lor a \4olation of Disciplinaiy Code Article V, Section 5-§()()l-l() (Neglect ol Duty 
Unspecified) only; and the City will refund the restitution made in llic amount ol $706.70. 

2. The cbu-gc for violation of Section 8-§OOi-10 (Failure to Supci-vise-Unspecified) 
will be removed from laSalle’s personnel file. 

3. In consideration of the foregoing, the FOP and InSalle agree to withdraw the 
grievance and demand for arbiuation in this matter. 

4-. Nothing in this Agreement shall be coirstrucd as an admissiem by the City that it, in 
any way, violated the collective bargaining jigieement. 
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5. Tliis Agieenicnt is not intended in any way to set precedent or to prejudice tlic 
respective positions oftlie parlies with respect to this matter or any otlier future disputes, grievances, 
or other legal matters. "Iliis Agieement may not be introduced, or referred to, for any purpose by 
either i)rU'ty in any subsec|ueul administrative, judicial, or other legal proceedings. 1 his Agieement 
may, however, be used in any proceeding necessmy to compel enlorcement ol tlie Agreement. 

(). By entering into this Agieement, all piwlies hereto acknowledge that they have read 
the Agi'cemenl, have had the opportunity to review its lenns and conditions with their respective 
counsel, that die grievmit, ^\ntliony l^Salle, hits had die opportunity to review the terms and 
conditions of this Agreement \rith counsel other than FOP’s Counsel, that all jiiuties understand 
siiid terms and conditions, enter into this Agreement voluntiuily, and agiee to be bound hereby. 

7. In furdier consideration of the loregoing, the FOP iuid I^iSallc, and their agents, 
assigns, heirs, and representatives, releases die City, its dcpailments, oHickils, agents, iuid employees 
Iroin any ckiims they had, have, or may have arising out of, or ai'e related to, the subject matter ol 
the giieviuice. 


8. By entering into this AgTeenient and in exchange for the promises made herein, 
LaSalle, for himself, his agents, legiil representatives, assigns, heirs, leg'atees, administrators, personal 
representatives ruid executors volunUurily and of their own Iree will jigree to ^uid hereby do forever 
release, discluuge and hold harmless the FOP, its present or past divisions, rilliliates, partners, 
contracting parlies, predecessors, successors or assigns iuid their respective current and Ibrnier 
trustees, directors, ollicers, employees, contractors, members, attorneys rUid Jigents ol each ol them, 
and iuiy of their successors or itssigns, from rUiy and fill claims, demands, actions, liabilities and other 
claims for relief and/or remuneration whatsoever, whether known or unknown, rising from or 
which could have arisen from the FOP’s representation of LaSalle in connection witli the (Trievance 
described above. 

WHFRl^FORF., the FOP, the City, mid l>^uSalle, intending to be legally bound by tliis 

.\greenienl, enter into this Agi eement this_day of Februmy, 2019, ms evidenced by their 

signatures or tlic signatures of their representatives below. 
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
